‘Aw anonymous correspondent in the Lor. 
don Times.at the end of last year wrote on 
a subject which is of great interest to ‘all 
British mercantile men in the Far East, not 
least of all in Hongkong. It was that of 

"the commercial development of the Crown 
Colonies.” The writer dealt with. the 
responsibility of the Imperial Government 
and ‘tho local administrations in regard to 
supplementing independent commercial en- 
terprise, in order to give the needed impetus 
to the development of the resources of 
Crown Colonies and protectorates; and the 
‘responsibility of the Imperial Government 
jn recognising the importance to British 
manufacturers and merchants of a thorough 
equipment for competition in foreign 

‘markets, ‘The writer (who confesses to, 
twelve years of administrative work in 
‘West Africa) points out that scientific 
examination and commercial valuation of 
the economic and vegetable products of the 
various Crown Colonies and protectorates 
are required, so that manufacturers and 
merchants tay. be put in possession of 
accurate ‘information about these materials 
and the wiy may be paved by Government 

* for definite commercial action by financiers

and manufacturers, Other Governmenta, 
especially those of France, Germany, and 
Holland, are carrying out on an increasing 
scale this preliminary work in tho develop- 
ment of their possessions. The German

per annum on expert ecientific investigation 
into the mineral and vegetable resourcas of 
German Fnst Africa and the Cameroons. 
In England there is ‘no anfficiently large 
trained staff of experts available for such 
work, but the Times writer sees tho 
basis for the organisation of such a 
staff at the Imperial IJuatitute, South 
Kensington, London, “which only. necds

extension and a permanent baa 
in close touch with Kew a: 
institutions, he says, avd also with technical 
and commorejal ‘experts in the various 
economic products. The fucilities afforded 
by the Scientific and Technical Department 
recently established at the Imperial Institute 
technical 
trial, aud commercial valuution of . samples 
of products sent from the Colonies, have 
been extensively utilised by the Crown 
Colonies and protectorates, as also by British 
Cousuls-abrowd. But the organisation is 
incomplete, and the eervices of competeut 
experta for temporary service in the Crowu 
Colonies, etc., is very bard tw obtain, as the 


for the scientific investigation, 


work, thongh it may.be highly paid, offers 
no permanent career, In both France and 
Germany similar but regularly organised 
institutions are maintained by Government, 
in which scientific investigation is employed 
as a means of securing the commercial 
utilisation of tle natural products of the 
‘Colonies. The Scientific’ and Technical 
Department of the Imperial Institute, on 
the other band, relies on grants made for a 
term of yenrs by the Royal Commissioners 
for the Exhibition of .1851, amounting to 
£2,000 per. annum, with smaller annual 
grants from India and certain of the Coloni2s, 
The Manchester and Liverpool Chambers of 
Commerce last sumimer appealed to the 
Government set nside money , to 
explore into the gedgraphical, botunical, 
and mineral possibilities. of West 
Africa. But it is, of course, not only 
in our West African Colonies that 
such researches ore necessary.’ As the 
Times writer says, the mutter is one of pree- 
sing importance, and itis to, be hoped that 
the Colonial Office and Board of Trace will 
before long take steps to deal with it. 

With rogard ‘to the Imperial Govern. 
ment's responsibility in the matter of the 
equipment of British manufacturers and 
merchauts for competition in international 
commerce and the provision of commercial 
intelligence, the writer allurles to the cer- 
tainty of keener commercial competition in 
future und the necessity of the Government 
supplementing private euterprise that it 
may meet that competition, As is well 


to 


known, Uie British manufacturer and mer- 
chant are casily first in the opening up of 
new markets, hut even now they seem hard- 
ly the equals of their neighbours in the 
knowledge and equipment ecessury, to 
advance their position in .existing markets. 
“There is occasional British withdrawal 
from certain markets owing to the keenness 
of competition, said to be compensated for 
by the exploitation of more remunerative 
nuarkets elsewhere; but the time is conring 
when British manufacturers and merchants 
must struggle to hold their own in all the 
markets of the world, if Great Britain is to 
retuin her position in’ the commerce of 
nations.” The correspondent then asks 
whether British manufacturers and mer 
chants are ready or aré preparing for such a 


struggle, and what Government.help should 
be given; and proceeds to describe the ex- 
cellent work of the Philadelphia Conmuner- 
cial Museum, which was defined by Presi- 
dont McKinvey in 1897 29 an institution 
to aid in the development of commercial 
and industrial prosperity.

| extension of international commerce and 
jcurpertes by Federal, State, and- municipal 
grants and by private’ subscriptions from 
business firms throughout the Uuited States 
But it is worthy of notice that dutiug the 
course of a year no less that 25,000 
‘answers were given by the Museum to 
applications for information of a commerciay 
character. The Times writer paid a 
visit to the Museum, and totest its value put 
a certain number of questions, to which 
answers were given. The last of these 
will be appreciated here. The _ corres- 
pondent asked:—“Ii a firm were 
sending outs traveller to China, what 
general informétion could you give to as- 
sist him personally and in his undertaking ?, 
Tn reply be was taken to the library, where 
he found that such a traveller could be eup- 


| plica with practically every book of any 


volue that has been ‘written on China, from 
which he might make his own notes. ‘In 
addition to this, the-reports of British. and 
United States Consuls would be supplied 
him for perusal and the general and detailed 
information with regard to the particular 
line of commeréa in which he was engazed,. 
from the Museum records, would be placed 
at bis disposal. There seems no doubt that 
sich an institution wust be of great value 
te“commercial men, and whatever its precise 
connection with the vast increase in Ameri- 
ean export trade during recent years its 
eatublishinent is of great credit to the nation.

After tho train had made a 
tour in the Champs Elysées, it was taken: to 
the Elysée, where its inventors were congratu- 
lated by the Pre-ident, The train threaded its 
way with wonderful esse through the crowded 
streets, und excited a good deal of curiosity. 


The current issue of the French naval jou nal 
Le Yacht. contains an important study bya 
French naval officer.of the offensive power of the 
Japanese navy. According to him, Japan's de- 
lay in taking action has boon due to the fact 
that the Japanese Government distrusts the 
‘training of its fleet. The ships are good and 
the dockyards are well organis-d, but, owing to 
want of funds of recent years, tho standing 
squadron has not been thoroughly - exercised 
at sea, and insufficient attention hea been paid 
to gunnery. The smount of-coal and the num- 
ber of projectiles expended have been strictly 
measured, with the result that there is some 
doubt as to the ‘paitle-eficiency of the forces.

£600,000 was devoted to new construction, and 
the rest to the pay and maic tenance of the fleet.

‘Lhe Nationalistic Press at once 
stigmatised the Minister of Wer, Genoral 
Andre, who was principally responsibie, for tho 
proposed’ Rovirion, as a secret ally of the 
German Empire, 1n its characteristic style the 
paper of M. Rochefort gave expression ta its 
patriotic anger, “Phe German agent who is 
at present our Minister of War will do evory- 
thing pees to get the bench of tha new 
Martial Court pocked with officers of his own 
retinue; in fact ho onght to seek his judges in 
Berlin”—olluding to the well-Lnown French 
saying: It y a des juges & Bertin.” ; 
This tit-for-tat of the Nationalist paper will 
be taken seriously oily by readers of au 
extremely short memory. For aver since he 
became Minister of War, General André bas | 
seized every opportunity for delivering speeohes 
flavonred with acrimonions hints at Germany. 
Nobody doubts thot, despite bis porsonal 
animosity agninat the Nationalists, Geuerol 
André is quite at one with them ss soon as tho 
ery of vengeance for 1870 is hoard. Whothor this 
implacability is inspired by the ambition, nataral 
for an officer of the Army, to got even with ths 
victor in the Inst combat. or whether the wish 
of gaining popularity induces him to keep the 
wound opon makes no difference. At apy rato 
bo is credited with irreconcilable enmity against 
the German name, and it sounds quite r.diculous 
to hear Gonoral André called “the agent of 


Germuny.” In this instance, the mean in- 
sinuation that our political adversary acts in 
the intorost of a torvign country fails to have 
the slightest #ffeot. hare 

But while it is so osay tor-fute the clumsy 
cavils of the Nationalists against the Minister 
of War, truth compels ua to aseert that the 
proposed Revision of the Droyfus caso must 
be' considered og on ‘intrigue onthe part of 
the General for getting rid of the Conaurva- 
tive officers in the Army who are hia politioul 
opponents, He must be an incurable optimist 
who believes iu the alloged. ideal aims of find- 
ing out the whole truth and restoring the 
honour of au ionocent victim of. bratal per- 
secution. For the sake of the . ex captain 
Dreyfus alone the Minister of War would not 
have lifted a finger; bis real motive is the 
expictation that in tho course of the trisl in 
open court, forgeries will bo broughtto light 
that will pick a bole in-the coat of those very 
meu who at prosent parade as tho heroes and 
the only true represontatives of the Army. 
Thereby the Minister of War would sco his way 
to-thoroughly accomplishing his pian of dis- 
missing all Army officers whose Republican and 
Democratic political inclinations sre net beyund 
suspicion ; his final obje.t boing to keop his offi- 
cera wellin hand and to be sure that none of

A Russian official publication just issned to 
commemorate the tenth anniversary of tho 
Imperis] Commiiteo of the Siberian Railway, 
whose President ia tho Tear, gives some astound. 
ing figures of the cost of that extraordinary 
undertaking. The total cost of the lina through 
Siberia, and Msnoburia to Viudivostock and 
Port Arthur is given as 94/),000,000 odd roubles 
(£99,500,000), which works ont at 103,987 
roables pur vorst for the 9042 versts of the 
whole undertaking (5992 miles, averaging 
£16,600 per mile). There are only two 
engineering difficulties of any magnitude in 
the whole fine, namely, the circum-Baikal 
Line, ‘whero tho hilly, rocky country will 
yequira much blosting, aud the formidable 
tunnel through the Khingan range of moun- 
tains. But veithor of these, difflomlties has 


yet been overcome, so that the expeadi(ure pe 


dealt with in the above fignres is for 6 
plain piece of rail-luying over easy levels, 
aud largely over perfectly tlat surfaces. When 
itis remembered tbat the land over which’ the 
line runs cost nothing, being given by Govorn- 
ment, and that the limber was obtained on the 
asmo terms, while a very considerable part of 
the undertaking was facilitated by the free uso 
of convict labour, the stupendous items of the 
total become absolutely inconceivable to the 
non-Russien mind. MM. Witte, sfter his 
memorable trip te the Far East, reported that 
there had been no amount of corruption to eall 
for particular remark, or, in plain Soglish, 
that the railway had been constraoted much a5 
other Russian railways are usually made, enrich- 
ing s host cf daly certificated engiucors and less 
highly-qualified contractors, but leaving every- 
thing to be deaired from tho point of view of 
milvay ox from other countries. 

Tt M. Witte’s report come apywheré uear 
the truth, we can only suppose that the colossal
